One of the most robust and agriculturally useful groups of plants known to man is the legume 
family. The beans, peas, sprouts, and flowers that make up the legume family provide 
farmers with a means to replenish critical nutrients that most crops leach out of the soil. 
This surprising ability can be credited to the presence of tiny nodules on the roots of these 
legumes. These structures are readily colonized by bacteria known as Rhizobia, which derive 
energy from sugars produced by the plant while capturing nitrogen from the atmosphere and 
redepositing it in the soil as ammonia, a converted form of nitrogen useful to plants. This 
mutualistic relationship allows the Rhizobia to thrive while providing both the ligumes and 


future crops with the nitrogen necessary for all plant growth. 


Commercial pressures, however, have come to limit the salutary use of legumes in 
agriculture. The development of nitrogen-rich fertilizers and government subsidies for non- 
legume crops such as corn are decreasing farmers’ incentive to dedicate preciousacres 
to nutrient-replenishing legumes. However, such artificial nitrogen enrichment results in 
increased growth of weeds on arable land and thus increased reliance on weed-fighting 
herbicides. Observations of greater undesirable fluctuations in the chemical make up of 
agricultural soil have coincided with decreased reliance on the replenishment of nutrients 
by legumes, illustrating the important though increasingly disregarded benefits of legume 


cultivation.

In many instances, the term “developing” is applied to a country with only a rudimentary 
industrial base and a Gross National Income (GNI) per capita below the world average. This 
definition gives only a rough-hewn image of those nations inneed of international assistance — 
it measures economic well-being solely by focusing on a country in the midst of economic 


gains, and one suffering through progressive economic decline. 


In response to the crudeness of the traditional measure of development, economists in 1990 


created the Human Development Index (HDI), to gauge the development of a country based 
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not only on its GNI, but also on quality of life factors such as life expectancy and education. 
The UN releases an annual list of HDI values, ranking each country from least developed to 
most developed on a decimal scale of O to 1. However, since HDI only takes into account 
average income and quality of life, it masks disparities in wealth and well-being among a single 
nation’s citizenry; a country given a “high development” rating may lack motivation to address 
the gap in income and quality of life between its richest and poorest citizens. Furthermore, 
countries with low HDI values are rarely able to provide statistics concerning the life expectancy 
of their citizens, and are prone to both mistake and biases in calculating per capita income. But 
until economists discover a more inclusive, less ambiguous, indicator of development, the HDI 


remains the most useful tool in identifying nations in need of international support.

Kevin Lang and William T. Dickens’ analysis of the effect of a worker’s education level on his 
or her earning potential provides a well-constructed contribution to the literature highlighting 
the differences between two competing models of labor: dual labor market theory and 


neoclassical economics. 


Lang and Dickens argue that attributes under the control of an individual, such as his or her 
highest level of education, affect a worker’s earning portential, and that in many cases, these 
attributes are the chief factors in securing employment and in determing wages. They further 
maintain that this fact has been overshadowed by the recent economic trend, exemplified by 
Kalleberg’s analysis, emphasizing the method by which wages reflect employer preferences. 
For Kalleberg, the economy is divided into a primary sector, made up of high-paying, long- 
term jobs, and a secondary sector, made up of low-paying, often transient, jobs. Mobility 
between the sectors is said to be severely limited, if at all possible. Thus, the salary structure 
is dependent on the characteristics of the major employers operation within each sector and 
their employment preferences or requirements. This idea, called dual labor market theory, 


has now become the prevailing model of labor. 


Dual labor market theory, in Lang and Dicken’s analysis, has gained acceptance primarily 
because its proponents misrepresent the tenets of neoclassical economics: neoclassical 
economists are accused of believing, for example, that the distribution of income is based 
entirely on the supply of other words, is the view that a worker’s individual characteristics are 
the sole determinants of that worker's wages, and that these characteristics determine that 


worker’s job prospects regardless of employer requirements.

Currently, the most common response from modern agriculture engineers faced with insect 
infestations is to utilize common insecticides, which either take the form of organochlorines, 
a chemical family that includes the infamously toxic insecticide DDT, or organophosphates, a 
chemical family that includes dangerous nerve gases like sarin. Clearly, both chemical families 
are chemically unstable and highly toxic; they are axonic poisons, which interfere with the 
synaptic transmission of nervous impulses, either by inhibiting certain enzymes and shutting 
down the nervous system, or by causing sodium ions to “leak” across the synapses, causing 
rapid twitching and then paralysis. Theses pesticides are not toxic only to insects; they affect a 
large variety of marine species, including crayfish, sea shrimp and many fish; DDT in particular 
has been thought to be both partially responsible for the decline of the bald eagle, as well as 
carcinogenic to humans. Furthermore, both chemical families, while effective against adult 


insects, do not easily diffuse through the membrane of insect larva, leaving new generations of 





hatchlings intact; thus, the cost of insect infestations remains unacceptably high; many millions 


of dollars of agricultural revenue are lost worldwide, even with the use of modern insecticides. 


For these reasons, agricultural engineers have begun to test alternative insecticides. One such 
experiment is the use of pyrethrum, a natural insecticide derived from Ecuadorian and Kenyan 
chrysanthemum flowers. However, this experiment may be short-lived; pyrethrum, when used 
inflea collars and anti-tick aerosol formulas, has been shown to be moderately toxic to common 
household pets, raising concern about interspecies toxicity levels. Furthermore, without the 
addition of certain pesticide synergists, additional chemical compounds such as piperonyl 
butoxide, propylisome, or sulfoxide, the long-term effects of which are not entirely understood, 


insects paralyzed by pyrethrum usually recover and resume their activities.

Seeking to decrease costs and improve service, some consumer products companies 
(for example, sellers of collectibles, clothing, and furniture) have considered installing 
computerized inventory control systems. Such systems assign each item a unique code as 
soon as it enters the warehouse and use these codes to monitor the precise location of items 
in storage in order to optimize the usage of warehouse space.

Sherif concluded 
that people were conforming to a group decision, and coined the phrase “informational social 
influence”; that is, when information is ambiguous or incomplete, people rely on each other 
to make sense of the situation, even when this reliance means a complete distrust of one’s 
personal experience. He also claimed that the effect of this influence is more powerful in 
certain situations, including those in which others in a group are perceived as knowledgeable, 


or when the level of accuracy of a decision is considered particularly important.

Investing in emerging market debt has grown increasingly attractive because it offers above- 
average rates of return. Emerging markets offer investors many opportunities: new market, 
new locations for outsourcing, and new possibilities for mergers and acquisitions. However, 
emerging markets can also be risky. Countries with emerging economies develop unevenly, 


and therefore the long-term potential of such investments is unpredictable. 
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The riskiness of investing in emerging markets remains largely unknown. As a result of 
the strong interest in emerging-market investment, bankers have worked aggressively to 
create such investment opportunities. To do so, they give borrowers in emerging markets 
access to debt structures which are more appropriate for borrowers with higher credit 
ratings, including short-term debt and debt denominated in foreign currency. These debt 
structures carry with them a high level of risk, but they also enable countries with emerging 
markets to instill confidence in potential investors and to optimize short-term growth. As a 
result, they frequently borrow more money than is advisable for the welfare of their citizens 
and commercial institutions. In a declining economic environment, such borrowing could 
ultimately hinder future development. Furthermore, many emerging markets suffer from 
fundamental weaknesses that affect their long-term financial stability. Poorly enforced 
mechanisms for debt recovery and uncertain political situations make emerging market 


investments susceptible to sudden economic and political crises.

Few crurostarsans endured a 
second, similar extinction only 25 years later, whereas the dinosaurs, who underwent little or 
no evolution between this event up until the point of their extinction, thrived and multiplied. 
Researchers were surprised by this finding because the skeletal remains of crurostarsans 
indicate that these animals appeared in a variety of shapes and forms than dinosaurs, with 
more physical variety implying a strong ability to adapt and thus surviveby changing lifestyle, 
diets, and habitats. So, contrary to former beliefs, rather than being in astate of decline prior to 


their extinction, dinosaurs actually thrived and dominated. 


In light of the recent study, researchers have attempted to devise an explanation for the 
dinosaurs’ supremacy during the 135 million years prior to their extinction. At this point, 
however, no satisfactory scientific explanation has been put forth, and researchers currently 
consider that “luck” played the greatest role in the dinosaur's triumph. According to Dr. Michael 


Benton, the crurostarsans were essentially eliminated while the dinosaurs began to thrive.

The dating project, in one of the largest studies of its Kind, has shown that New Zealand was 


not visited by humans over 2000 years ago, as some previous research suggests. 


Yet Dr Opraph, an American archaeologist, based his result on new radiocarbon dating of 
Pacific rat bones and rat-gnawed seeds and showed that since rat or kiore cannot swim very 
far, it can only have arrived in New Zealand with people on board their canoes, either as cargo 
or stowaways. Therefore, the earliest evidence of the Pacific rat ìn New Zealand must indicate 


the arrival of people. This result implied a much earlier human contact about 200 BC. 


The original old rat bones dates have been hotly debated ever since they were published 
in Nature in 1996. The ages are controversial because there is no supporting ecological or 
archaeological evidence for the presence of kiore or humans until 1280-1300 AD and the 
reliability of the bone dating has been guestioned. This is the first time that the actual sites 


involved in the original study have been re-excavated and analyzed. Dr Wilmshurst and 





her team researchers re-excavated and re-dated rat bones from nearly all of the previously 
investigated sites. All of their new radiocarbon dates on kiore bones are no older than 1280 
AD. The result of Dr Wilmshurst surely suggests that there must be some flaws in the result 
of Dr Opraph's radiocarbon dating technigue. In addition, the dating of the rat bones was also 
supported by the dating of over a hundred woody seeds, many of which had distinctive tell- 
tale rat bite marks, preserved in peat and swamp sites from the North and South Islands. The 
width of the teeth marks left on the woody seeds exactly matches those of a rat’s two front 
teeth, and cannot be mistaken for any other seed predator. Dr Wilmshurst has dated over 100 
individual seeds, some rat-gnawed, others intact or bird-cracked, which show that rat gnawed 
seeds only occur in both the North and South Islands of New Zealand after about 1280 AD. 


With over 165 dates on seeds and bones from a large number of sites, the overwhelming evidence

Dendrochronology, the study of tree-ring records to glean information about the past, is 
possible because each year a tree adds a new layer of wood between the existing wood 
and the bark. In temperate and subpolar climates, cells added at the growing season's start 
are large and thin-walled, but later the new cells that develop are smaller and thick-walled;

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Passage 1 


On way to assess whether people reject determinism is to present them with a nontechnical 
description of a deterministic universe and then gauge their reaction. In one study, a 
deterministic universe was characterized as follows: “Everything that happens in the universe 
is completely caused by whatever happened before it. This is true from the very beginning 
of the universe, so what happened in the beginning of the universe caused what happened 
next, and so on right up until the present.” Determinism is a sophisticated theory of the 
universe, so none of participants guestioned the idea about the universe.

These results from experimental philosophy confirm what many philosophers already 
maintained: that common sense is committed to indeterminism about decision-making. 
But the results underscore a puzzling aspect of this common-sense commitment. One 
explanation with an impressive philosophical pedigree is that people reject determinism 
because introspection does not reveal a deterministic set of causes of action. Often when we 
introspect on our reasons for performing an action, the reasons we perceive do not univocally 
point to a particular action.

Many United States companies believe that the rising cost of employees' health care benefits 
has hurt the country's competitive position in the global market by raising production costs 
and thus increasing the prices of exported and domestically sold goods. As a result, these 
companies have shifted health care costs to employees in the form of wage deductions or 
high deductibles. This strategy, however, has actually hindered companies' competitiveness. 
For example, cost shifting threatens employees' health because many do not seek preventive 
screening. Also, labor relations have been damaged: the percentage of strikes in which

Health care costs can be managed more effectively if companies intervene in the supply side 
of health care delivery just as they do with other key suppliers: strategies used to procure 
components necessary for production would work in procuring health care.

Although rarer, sleep-intervention studies have begun to suggest physiological mechanisms 
that might account for deleterious effects of reduced sleep, evidence for such findings, 
including a shorter life span, has come largely from epidemiological studies. Two years ago, 
for example, neuroscientist Orfeu Buxton of Brigham and Women's Hospital in Boston and 
colleagues showed that young men who underwent just a week of reduced sleep had lower 


responsiveness to the hormone insulin, a decline that is a hallmark of type 2 diabetes. 


Our 24/7 society can disrupt our schedules in another way. Humans evolved to be active 
during the day. Light calibrates the central circadian pacemaker, the body's master clock 
in the brain. In turn, it helps harmonize molecular clocks in individual tissues so that our 
physiology and behavior mesh—we get hungry in the morning, for instance, and feel drowsy 
at night. Studies have suggested that upsetting these circadian rhythms triggers a range 
of health problems. That's potentially bad news for people who have night jobs or are on

In their latest sleep study, Buxton and colleagues gauged the physiological impact of this 
double whammy. For nearly 6 weeks each, 21 study subjects lived in the eguivalent of a 
hotel suite in the hospital's Boston research lab. After storing upon sleep, these people spent 
3 weeks on a regimen in which they could sleep for only 5.6 hours in each 24-hour period. 
Like rotating shift workers, they went to bed at varying times. To throw off their circadian 
rhythms, the light-dark cycle in the facility lasted 28 hours rather than the usual 24. And to 
prevent these rhythms from resetting, the researchers kept light levels at the equivalent of 


twilight or dimmer.

The usual descriptions of how the brain processes information rely on the same model that 


engineers have used to design electrical circuits. Just as electrons flow along the wires in 


a circuit, the neurons in the brain relay information along structured pathways, passing 


messages across specific points called synapses. According to this model, information does 


not leave the neuronal circuitry. 


But there is increasing evidence that neurons can also communicate by means of 


“volumetransmission,” which does not involve the relaying of information across synapses. 


Volumetransmission is not an alternative to the traditional view, commonly called wiring 


or synaptictransmission, but a complement to that established theory. Neurons do relay 


information quickly and efficiently across synapses, but experiments show that neurons 


can also release chemical signals into the fluid-filled space between the cells of the brain;

can have effects on cells faraway. These processes occur on much longer time scales than 





does synaptic transmission, and they probably play a distinct role, perhaps regulating or 





modulating the brain’s response to synaptic signals.

Passage 3 


Ethnohistoric documents from sixteenth-century Mexico suggesting that weaving and cooking 


were the most common productive activities for Aztec women may lead modern historians 
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to underestimate the value of women’s contributions to Aztec society. Since weaving and 
cooking occurred mostly (but not entirely) in a domestic setting, modern historians are likely 
to apply to the Aztec culture the modern Western distinction between “private” and “public” 
production. Thus, the ethnohistoric record conspires with Western culture to foster the 
view that women’s production was not central to the demographic, economic, and political 


structures in sixteenth-century Mexico. 


A closer examination of Aztec culture indicates that treating Aztec women’s production in 
Mexico in such a manner would be a mistake. Even if the products of women’s labor did 
not circulate beyond the household, such products were essential to population growth. 
Researchers document a tenfold increase in the population of the valley of Mexico during the 
previous four centuries, an increase that was crucial to the developing Aztec political economy. 
Population growth — which could not have occurred in the absence of successful household 
economy, in which women’s work was essential — made possible the large-scale development 
of labor-intensive chinampa (ridged-field) agriculture in the southern valley of Mexico which, in 


turn, supported urbanization and political centralization in the Aztec capital. 


But the products of women’s labor did in fact circulate beyond the household. Aztec women wove 
cloth, and cloth circulated through the market system, the tribute system, and the redistributive 
economy of the palaces. Cotton mantles served as a unit of currency in the regional market 
system. Quantities of woven mantles, loincloths, blouses, and skirts were paid as tribute to local 
lords and to imperial tax stewards and were distributed to ritual and administrative personnel, 
craft specialists, warriors, and other faithful servants of the state. In addition, woven articles of 
clothing served as markers of social status and clothing fulfilled a symbolic function in political 
negotiation. The cloth that was the product of women’s work thus was crucial as a primary

American telecoms firms are clamoring for more wireless spectrum. Hence the interest in 
LightSquared, a firm which had hovered up a chunk of airwaves formerly used by satellite 
operators, will boost. It planned to build a high-speed terrestrial network and rent it out to 


others. But the America’s Federal Communications Commission (FCC) said no. 
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The FCC's announcement was prompted by a report from another government body, the 
National Telecommunications and Information Administration (NTIA), which conclude 
that LightSguared's technology would interfere with navigation eguipment used by planes 
and other moving things. The company protests that the test process the NTIA has used 
is deeply flawed.

Most climatologists believe that ice ages have occurred in cycles in part because Earth 
sways while orbiting the Sun, causing fluctuations in the intensity of sunlight reaching 
the Northern Hemisphere. This theory, proposed by the astronomer Milutin Milankovitch, 
gained acceptance in the 1980's after the oceanographer John Imbrie discovered supporting

Passage 3 


The view has prevailed for the better part of the twentieth century that small firms do not 
perform an important role in Western economies. Official policies in many countries have 
favored large units of production because there were strong reasons to believe that large firms 
were superior to small firms in virtually every aspect of economic performance — productivity, 
technological progress, and job security and compensation. However, in the 1970s, 
evidence began to suggest that small firms in some countries were outperforming their larger 
counterparts.

Thus, an alternative view has emerged in the economics literature, arguing that small firms 
make several important contributions to industrial markets. First, small firms are often the 
source of the kind of innovative activity that leads to technological change. Small firms 
generate market turbulence that creates additional dimensions of competition, and they also 
promote international competition through newly created niches. Finally, small firms in recent 


years have generated the preponderant share of new jobs.

Passage 4 


Pine Island Glacier in West Antarctica is hemorrhaging ice at an alarming rate. But it's 
happening far beyond the reach of human eyes— 3,000 feet below the ocean’s surface, 


beneath a shelf of floating ice as thick as two Empire State Buildings would be tall. 


Autosub 3, a robotic submarine, visited this remote spot in 2009. It explored 30 miles under 
Pine Island's ice shelf, using sonar to map the seafloor below and ice ceiling above. While 
the sub worked, the research vessel Nathaniel B. Palmer measured a worrying process: 
Strengthening ocean currents are bringing deeper, warm water into contact with thinning ice, 
melting 19 cubic miles of the ice shelfs underside in 2009 alone and causing the glacier to 
flow faster into the ocean. Since 1974 Pine Island has thinned by 230 feet and accelerated 


by more than 70 percent. 


Hundreds of miles of Antarctica’s coastline are now subject to the same forces, which 
are expected to drive the increase in ice loss for decades to come. It’s difficult but vital 
to monitor what's happening to the ice shelf's weak underbelly, says Stanley Jacobs of 
the Lamont-Doherty Earth Observatory, who led the international expedition along with 
Adrian Jenkins of the British Antarctic Survey.
